When the Quarry. is 
ayow'd to be as the Beaſts fere Nature, of 

the open and common Field the free Enter- 
tainment of every Purſuer. Some have ve- 

ry weakly; imagin'd, that Phyſicians would 
diſtinguiſh: themſelves, being obliged by the 
higheft Truth and Confidence to - preſerve 
the Patient's, Life.: But can it alone; be de- 
barr'd and circumſcrib'd within- the narrow 
and untrodden Paths of the Antiquated ho- 
neſt and ſincere Practice? Can any ſmall 
Party of the Cannibals defend ix. U alt from 
the Deriſion and Inſults of the Whole Coun- 
try, when teeding on the Fleſh of their Ene- 
mies, or DeceaFd Friends giyes the higheſt 
and the moſt grateful: Nouriſhmeat, and the

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ef Phyſick Expos d. 
Practice, and by the general Cuſtom. If th 
Opinions of the Faculty have been often ſuſ- 
pected, can you imagine, it ſhall pretend a- 
lone to abound in Good Works? If the People 
have loſt their Common Senſe, and cannot ſee 
the obvious Cauſes of their Complaints, that 
tho* they can Buy all the Medicines at Jow 

Rates, they pay for the Mixtures very dearly 
in the Bill, that more was brought than the 
Patient could bear, or the stomach receive; 
will you expect even Common Honeſty in our 
Profeſſion: When it has no Intereſt but to 
keep up the old Cheats, or invent new, 
when the other are diſcovered and beaten 
out of uſe? The Pretence to a diſtinguiſn- 
ing Character ſhall cover the vileſt Frauds, 
like the gilding of the bitter Pills. If any 
of the Society affect to be thought the Pa- 
trons of Religion and Virtue, you may 
caſt ygur Eye on the Side-Board, or the long 
Preſcription, ' or the famous Bills above t 
Hundred Pounds, and compare this with the 
cheaper and ſafer Treatment by other Phyſi-

The Governments ia all the other Parts 
of Europe, both the Monarchical and Demo- 
cratical, have protected and defended their 
Subjects from being invaded in their Lives 
and Fortunes, from being Cheated and De- 
ſtroy'd by coſtly and unneceſſary, and there- 
fore" injurious Remedies. * The Magiſtrates 
were jnform'd, That the molt ſovereign and 
1227 ens + = eflica- 
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efficacious Medicines. are very Cheap, but 
were put off to- the Poor, as well as the 
Nich at Exorbitant Prices. That to make 
the Profit riſe conſiderably in every Day of 
the Sickneſs, great numbers of Doſes were 
preſs'd on the Patients of all Conditions. 
They were ſenſible, That as the ſtronger 
Meats and Liquors, frequently oppreſs the 
Stomach, and Surfeit; Medicines acting with 
more Vehemence in a Diſtemper'd Body 
could not fail to inflame the Blood, and diſ- 
' . erder the Spirits, before enfeebled by the 
force of the Diſeaſe. Having. their own 
Intereſt in view, as well as that of the Pub- 
lick, which they were obliged to ſecure from 
Oppreſſion, They have Determin'd, That

Its frequent- 
ly ſaid in their Vindication, that when 
tbey act alone, they are cautious of doing 
any harm, and give only good Cordial Bo- 
les and Draughts. But you will appprehend, 
how pernicious this Practice is, if you grant 
(till we have an opportunity to demonſtrate 
the reaſon) that by the Cordial Boles and 
Dravghts, the Intermitting Fevers are made 
putrid without Intermiſſions, and ſome days 
after, become Spotted and Malignant. The 
Uſes of all the Medicines, have been adjuſt- 
ed and ſtated, from the Obſervations of the 
many thouſands they have deſtroy d or cured.

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The Simple Waters were invented by the 
Hrabiam, except Roſe-· water, and that of 
Wormwood, Which were probably known 
10 the laſt Gygek writers. The Vanity of 
amuſing with few Medicines, and the Ar- 
tißce of converting the cheapeſt Herbs into 
dear and coſtly Remedies, prompted our A. 
rabians to out- do one another, by preparing 
and extolling the Waters drawn from almoſt 
all the Plants of the Field. Every one has 
had itseturn to be cry d iup and admit d, to 
defraud; and delude, and deſtroy: the Patient. 
Moſt of them are now deſpis'd and rejected. 
The bitter and reſtringent and corrobora- 
tive give novertue to the Water. The Acid 
and Cooling the Mucilaginous and Nouriſh- 
ing, do not produce a Water improv'd with 
any of theſe Qualities:': The Flagrant, and 
Aromatick, and ſome of the Acrids, maybe 
diſtinguiſnt by the ſmell, but not by the Taſt 
of the Waters. But every one of the Herbs 
and Seeds, will communicate all their ——

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You may judgeof thereſt, by obſerving the dif- 
ference of the Decoctions, or Tinctures of 

Tea and Coffee, compar'd with the Simple 

Waters, which the Di ions of them 

would preſent you with. IF your Stomach 
* would loath diſtiJVd Tea, or Coffee, which 

in their TinQures are grateful and uſeful, 

vou may make the ſame concluſion, either in 
Four: Thoughts, or upon the Experiment in 
any one of them. It is an Argument that 
they are of no value, or rather uſeleſs; that 
they are not given inwardly by themſelves. 
Their weakneſs and inſipidneſs give the 
greateſt diſturbance to the Stomach, which 
_ gratefully. receives the Water of Natures 
providing impregnated with the, Minerals, 
they paſs through. All the liquid Food in 
health, and the Gruels, and Panada's and 
Caudle demonſtrate it, which are the ſup- 
port of the Feveriſh, and the other moſt dan- 
gerous Diſeaſes. They are too Elementary 
to afford any Nouriſhment to the Blood, and 
tho pretended to be light and ſpirituous, be- 
ing fais d in the Alembick, are paling and 
heavy, and burthenſome to the Stomach. 
They are us'd to the mean and low Offices of 
being vehicles to other Medicines, and of 
making the bulk and largeneſs of the Doſe. 
You mult not deceive your ſelf, that you are 
recovered after the uſe of the Simple Wa- 
ters. The volatile Spirit, or the bitter 
Tincture, or the Cordial Tincture of Saffron, 
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or the drops of the Acid Spirit, gave 
effect, if they had been taken in the Natural 
Water, as is gpſer wd every day in the Hy- 
ſterical and 1 who are faſi- 
bly to themſelves andAtrendantsdiſturb'd by 
the flatandoylySimple Waters. 
The common People having difcover'd that 
the Simple Waters were good for nothing, 
' the &-#b5an Phyſicians were forc'd to have re- 
evurſe to the pretence of bringing great 
Numbers and Armies to the aſliſtance ot the 
Sick, and invent the new Amuſement and 
Cheat of the Compound Waters.

The Wine and other ferment- 
ed Liquors were us'd to give the Heat and 
Strength to the Compound Water, when 
moſt of the lngredients, the Styptick, Bitter, 
Mucilaginous, &c. do not afford any you 
of thoſe Qualities, which being made from 
a mixture of the more proſs, with the 
Earthy parts, are too heavy to riſe to the

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height of the Alembix. When the Spirits 
are weak or oppreſt, and the heat of the 
Blood wants to be repair d, Cordials are then 
neceſſary and of great effect. yt Wine or 
the Spirit of Wine, improy'd with the vola- 
tile Spirits, or the generous I inctures of tlie 
moſt appropriate Aromatick Simples, re- 
vive the Spirits, invigorate the Circulation, 
without the hurries and confuſions obſerva- 
ble after the uſe of the Compound Waters, 
The Patient begs he may have the cooling 
Refreſhing Tincture of Roſes, or the Tiſane 
and Emulſion, or the Aſtringent, and corbora- 
ting Infuſion or Decoctions. The inhumane 
fraudulent Phyſician or Empirick, forces the 
Trade of Gain, upon the Stomach, which ri- 
ſes againſt the Waters and offenſive Juleps: 
The Stomachcannot bear at the ſame time the. 
30 or Forty Qualities, of the different Ingre- 
dients, which affect it at once with ſo many 
contrary. Impreſſions. The Oyls of each 
Plants, as ſo many Twins, are acting by their | 
peculiar motions on the Fibres, and the Spi- 
rits in the Nerves, and the Humours, con- 
tain'd in it. From this confus'd ſtruggle of

The healthy Attendant may make the 
Experiment, and obſerve the Tumult and 
Hurry in his Stomach one or more hours af- 
ter. The Qld and Chilly Nurſe may pleaſe 
her ſelf with the Brandy ſipping, when ſhe 
finds the Scent and Taſt riſing again into 
the Noſe and Mouth. If the frequent uſe 
of the Spirit of Wine, or the other Bran- 
dies of Melazes and Mault, is univerſally 
own'd to parch the Stomach, ſnrivel up and 
parboyl its Fibres, as the Skin of the Finger 
by ſcalding Water, and inflame the Blood, 
and diſſipate and waſt the Spirits: Shall the 
Debauchery be leſs deſtructive in the Cham 
ber, eſpecially when the burning Oyls of ſo 
many Plants are added to heighten this 
Cordial Malignity, and the Debauch conti- 
nues almoſt as many Hours and as many 
Days 'whilſt the Patient can live with it. 
But it may be imagin'd, That the Pearl 
Julep is not liable to any Objection, which 
is now the Principal Medicine in all Di- 
ſeaſes, and recommended to be often taken, 
as the greateſt and moſt univerſal Preſerver 
of Life. Its pretended to be the greateſt 
Cordial not only in all Fevers, but in allthe 
other Varieties of Diſeaſes. The practiſing 
Empirick never fails to put off many Viols 
of it every Day: Its flowing in a never fail- 
ing Stream. The Patient begins, proceeds 
- and ends with the uſe of the Pearl Julep. 
This in the former Ages of the innocent and 
faithful Practice of Phyſick would have been

its great Utility and Vertue. But in ours it 
only proves, That its a very good Vehicle 
to carry on the general and univerſal Amuſe- 
ment and Cheat.

ſupported with the pretious Additions, make 
the Practice leſs ſcandalous and unſuſpected, 
juſtify'd with the Advice of the Artiſt, 
who gains not only great Profit by the con- 
ſtant Vent, but the conſequent neceſſity of 
the other Courſes of Phyſick. This Circu- 
lations of Pearl-Juleps and Steel, and the 
Stomach Mixtures, &c. vitiate and deſtroy 
the Circulation of the Blood, will not permit 
the uſe of Exerciſe, and the rules of Diet, 
| and Abſtinence, and by making the Chroni- 

| cal Diſeaſes more hſting, promote the Con- 
ſumption of Juleps, and bring the greateſt 
Scandal on the Art of Phylick. - Dr. Lower 

. uſually cur'd theſe Chronical Diſtempers in 
one Month or two, with his bitter chalybeate 
Tincture, and ſome Doſes between of ope- 
ning Pills, which are now kept a-foot by the 
Pearls, Juleps and their Antidotes, till almoſt 

= a Year runs out, or the Patient recovers ri 
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the vigour of his Nature undiſturb'd upon 
leaving the uſe of them, or till the ſeaſon of 
the Waters gives a long Reſpit, and which 
Cool, and dilute and 15 5 the Coagulations 
in the Blood and the Viſtera, by their Tin- 
Eures of the Salts and the other Minerals. 
If the Patient ſhall be of the meaner Con- 
dition, and cannot pay the high prices of 
theſe white Juleps, (tho? we hope you are ſa- 
tisfy d they may be given to the Poor with- 
out impoveriſhing the Donor, ) there ſhall 
be juleps of the other Colours from the Sy- 
rups, neither pleaſing to the Palate in Fevers, 
but very naufeous and offenſive to the Sto- 
mach. The Sick are often ſeen to ſtrive a- 
gainſt them with both their Hands, to de- 
bate ſharply againſt raking the ſweet Doſe, 
and earneſtly crave the ſmall Beer or the 
grateful Tinctures. Nature oppoſes theſe 
Syrups from the Abhorrence it has to the large 
Quantity of Sugar they contain, when ſhe re- 
members the ill Impreſſions from it, when | 
frequently us'd in Health. 3 
That Sugar is upon many accounts injuri- 
ous to Health, the common Obſer vation de- 
monſtrates from the bad Effects it produces, if 
Children are indulg'd the too liberal Uſe of it. 
It is in ſubſtance greaſie and ſlimy, when di- 
flolv'd in Liquors it ferments them very ſoon 
and very much: And diſpoſes them to the laſt 
Corruption, to turn into Vinegar. Its ge- 
nerally own'd, that it perverts in a little tima 
))) the 
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theAppetite andDigeſtion;that thence ĩt gives 
Paleneſs to the Face, and by the Corruption 
of the Blood, Rottenneſꝭ to the Feeth, and 
a putrid Scent to the Breath, that it ferments 
in the Stomach and Bowels, raiſes HFlatu- 
leneies, and colliquative: Diatrheas: That the 
Hyſterical and Hy pochrondr iabal cannot bear 
almoſt any Medicine made with it, is co 
becauſe the juleps ſweetned with Sugar fill 
the Stomach with Wind, and afterwards 
cauſe the languiſhing and Nauſeous Vomit- 
ings. It may be ailow'd by its ſlimineſs to 
correct the ſharpueſs of the thin Catarrhs; 
and cover the Parts from being irritated by 
them, and that the Paſſages of Urine in the 
Stone and Gravel may be made more ſlippery 
and leſs ſenſible of Pain: Altho? there are 
other Remedies which defend and heal the 
Lungs, and cleanſe and cure the Kidneys and 
urinary Paſſages to better purpoſe, without 
the depravation of the Blood by the great 
Quantities of Sugar. But, if its uſe be much 
inſiſted on, the Conſumptive and the Hectical 
ſuffer grievouſly, from its corroſive and fer- 
mentative Qualities. The Appetite ſubver- 
ted, the feebleneſs of the Spirits, the ſcor- 
butical Impreſſions of the whole Maſs of 
Blood, and the ſinking Looſneſſes juſtify the 
opinion of a late very Learned Phyheian, 
that, Ve Tabiis, qui ad ſaccharata dammantur. 
© That its ſweetneſs cannot fail of the moſt 
bitter effects in Conſumptive Perſons, 
2 A“ "pf „ the 
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the Blood made foul, ſhall more and more 
obſtruct the Viſcera, and increaſe the Apo- 
ſtemes and Abſceſſes of the Glands of the 
Lungs and Meſentery. It ought therefore 
to be expell'd the Practice of Phyſick and the 
Compoliti tion of Medicines, unleſs when its 
a; Effects are overballanc'd' by its uſefulneſs 
e erve a few Vegetables, which are Suc- 

t and Green only one or two Months. 
For this reaſon it makes the Conſerves of 
Leaves and Flowers, and Candies the Aro- 
matick Seeds, and Preſerves the Juices and 
Decoctions of Plants in the Simple and 
Compound Syrups. Its true Sugar is ſtyF'd 
the Phyſicians Salt, by which he preſerves 
the periſhable Herbs, as Fleſh and Fiſh are 
kept from Corruption by the common Salt, 
and Fruits by the Pickles of Vinegar and 
Salt. But as Brine and the Pickles at laſt 
eat out the Goodneſs, or, as the Chymiſts 
phraſe it, pervade and depreſs the nutritive 
Parts: The Sugar deſtroys in a little time 
the Qualities of the tender and leſs operative 
Simples. The ſtronger, as the Bitter, A- 
ſtringent, Aromatick and Acid, retain their 
Vertues, eſpecially in the more cloſe con- 
ſiſtence of the Conſerves, which are made 
without Fire, as Woormwood, Scurvygraſs, 
Rue, Cc. But in the Syrups made with 
the heat. of Fire, the Qualities are either e- 


vaporated and waſted by it, or quickly oer "OY 


power'd by the fermenting, and ſowr and cor- 
| L4 | rolive 
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roſive Sugar. Moſt of the Condites have 
lictle vertue of the Plants in them: The 
Qualities of the ſtronger are much diminiſht 
in the making. The purgative Syrups from 
the Flowers loſe their Operation after ſome 
Months. The Cordial Conſerves and Syrups 
have very little Taſt or Smell, to diſtinguiſn 
the Plants they were made of. The reltrig- 
gent and corroborative Conſerves and Syrups 
are laxative and purging, from the great 
Quantity of the Sugar diſproportiogate to the 
Weakneſs or expiring Power of the Plant. 

But the dry'd Herbs, Aromatic, Cordial, 
Aſtringent, Cc. and Sena and Rhubarb give 
at all times their Vertues entire to a Tincture, 
in a cloſe Veſſel, in a Liquor proper to the 
reſpective Ends. There is no other Reaſon 
to - aſſign d, why the Boles and Juleps are 
made with the Canſerves and Syrups : But 
that they make a large Part of the Furniture 
of 'the Shop, and that the Confederate Phy- 
ſician cannot better oblige his Patron, than 
by putting off to every Patient Remedies of 


the lowelt Value, for the Profit your Bills 


will inform you. 

- You may paſlibly fear, that theſe Joleps 
with the hot oyly Waters of ſa large a num- 
ber of Ingredients, may volatilize the Spi- 
rits too much, and make the Motion of the 
Blood too rapid. But our Artiſts have a Me- 
prog to dam p them, and as it were clog their 
bse 1 i by breaks cheir Wees by 
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loathſome Boles, by the Tortures of many 
Bliſters, by driving away the morning Sleeps, 
and by the deadly declarations of Malignity, 
the fatal Prognoſticks of great Danger or 
Death. It is like that of Daniel, who ſeeth'd. 
Pitch, Fat and Hair, and made Lumps, 
and put them in the Dragons Mouth, and ſo 
the Dragon burſt in ſunder. The Fat was 
working one way, and the Pitch and the Hair 
„%%% „„ 
Boles are very proper to abate the vigour 
of the Spirits for two. Reaſons. Hrſt, Be- 
cauſe they are a fulſome and hated Medicine, 
which haunts us in all our Diſtempers. The 
true End of uſing that Form is, That what 
ever is Bitter or Ill- ſcented, or any way un- 
grateful may be at once ſwallow'd, being co- 
5 by a large Quantity of Conſerve or 
„„ ces ang” 5 
But the moſt acceptable Remedies, the 
Goa-ſtone, Gaſcons-Powder, the Aromatick- 
Powders, and the Coolers pleaſing to the 
Palate, are wrapt up in a great deal of the 
overſweet and luſhious Conſerves. Suppoſe 
the Patients Mouth is parcht and dry, and 
the Tongue chap't and rough , and the 
Throat almoſt clos'd up with. viſcous Slime 
and Thruſh, and has only paſſage for a Powder 
in a Spoonful of Liquor, the Bole is forc'd 
upon him to diſſolve if he can, tho' the Sto- 
mach riſes ſtrongly againſt the ungrateful 
Palate, But there may be a Hauſtus or 
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Draught ready to waſh it down. This con- 


ſideration makes the other Reaſon of theBoles 


damping the Spirits: That they are taken 


every three or. four Hours, at a very high 


Price with the additionary Expence of the 
Draught to drink after it. Ninety in the 
Hundred of the Boles, the moſt Cordial

it: and the Pains in drawing, prevent Sleep 
the moſt: natural Compoſer of the Diſorders 
of the Spirits, and in which the Blood moſt 
effectually ſeparates its Impurities. Lis the 
Obſer vation of a late Writer, That in this 
fort of delirons Fever, from a ſharp inflam- 
matdry: Blood; : every one who had Bliſters 
applied, had his Tongue made dry and the 
Delirium increaſt; to which Convulſions ſuc- 
cerded, till the Spirits had loſt their Motion, 
or till the Patient dy d. You may make your 
Obſervation, if the leapings of the Tendons 
ſhall. not riſe more ſtrongly upon every pair 
of Bliſters. When that Symptome continues 
more are laid on, till the juſt number is filtd 
up. The chief Reaſon in theſe Caſes is, That 
they make the Cure more obſervꝰd by the

After the diſturbance during the Night by * 


Bliſters, ſucceeds the importunate early Viſit 
in the Morning. Its ſtrange the People have 
ſuffer'd themſelves to be deluded by the offi- 
cious pretence of greater Care, by this haſty 
Intruſion. There is no one acquainted with 
ſickneſs, but obſerves, that in the moſt com- 
mon Feyers, Catarrhs, &c. the Diſeaſe has 
its Paroxyſms in the Night, the Patient is reſt- 
les, unquiet, often delirous, till the approach 
of the Morning. At that time the fermenta- 
tion abates, the Spirits are more ä the

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Pores more open, a · diſpoſition to ſweat? 
the Patient is more eaſy, lies more compos'd, 
Slambers, and has by degrees more or leſs 
Sleep, the natural reſtorer of the weakned 
Spirits, and Allayer of the turbulent and un- 
quiet. The Blood moves more ſedately, the 
Pulſe is more regular and more firm, and the 
Secretions by Sweat and Urine are more 
plentifully made. The common People ex- 
preſs their obſervations of Sleep coming on 
in the Morning, after the Patient has been 
tired and ſpent in the Feveriſh fit of the pre- 
ceding Night. Nothing prevents the Deli- 

rium, and Convulſive motions conſequent 
to it, more than the Moning Reſt. After 

that time is over, the Tide of the Humours 
begins to move, and brings the fermentation 
and inquietude of the next Night. Can the 
value of ſo many Hours Sleep, during ſeven, 
or ten, or fourteen days be eaſily made, or 
oy detriment to the Languiſhing Patient be 
_ eſtimated, being depriv'd of the greateſt Re- 
ſtorative every day of his ſickneſs ? You may 
imagine how your Spirits and your Blood 
will be affected after having been kept awake 
with Perſeus, who] was not able to ſurvive 
it. The unthinkiag People pleaſe themſelves 
with the pernicious diligence of this careful 
Viſitant, who drives away the inclination to 
fleep, which ſhall return no more till be 
comes again to diſturb it. 
The 
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The laſt Counterbalance to the Cordials, 
which moderates and recards the briskneſs of 
theSpirits 1s the fatal Prognoſtick or judgment 
given in the ſlighteſt ladiſpoſitions, that the 
Caſe is malignant, and they can hardly ex- 
pect, the ſick will outlive the next day. Lou 
are acquainted with the manner the Tyrant 
treated his Enemy, with the naked Sword 
hung by an Hair over his Head, with the moſt 
delicious Meats and Fruits and Wine before 
him: And need not be inform'd that the 
Hope is the moſt Sovereign Balſam of Life 
and the beſt Cordial in all Diſtempers both of 
Body and Mind; that Fear, and Anxieties and 
Deſpair are the worſt Accidents, that can 
attend any Diſeaſes, and make them often 
Mortal, which would have paſt off of them- 
ſelyes. The Impiety of this uſage is not ſo 
much to bedeteſted, as the want of Memory. . 
__ andRefleQionin the Sick or Attendants, wen 
they find Health reſtor'd the next day by gg 
tural Sleep, oran Evacuation, the Juleps a ö 
Boles endeavour'd to prevent.

There are many Ways, by which this Dit 

eas d matter ĩs throw n off from the Blood. 
I be firſt is Tranſpiration or Pe 
| by the Pores is an inſenſible Vapour. This 
is ſo great, that it much-exceeds all the other. 
When the Blood is fermenting with the Hu- 
mours, which are injurious to it, and labours 
vigorouſly to purify itſelf, it moves the more 
thin, and ſubtile parts plentifullyto the Bores in 
all the ſorts of Fevers. One of the Alexiphar- 
mick Plants infus'd in a Tincture will increaſe 
its Power to expelby the Pores more ſtrongly, 
and continue that motion in a conſtant Stream 
to the Skin. But as you warm you ſelves by the 
ſteady heat of the Fire, the hot Compound Bran- 
dy Waters, give a more violent Heat, like the 
Flashes of -Powder, or the Rayes of the 
contracted in the Burning Glaſs, The ſudden 
eſſects are violent, but the heat paſſing off 
in a little time leaves the Patient diſpirited, 
if the recruits be not often made.

The diſtilyd” Compound Waters diſpoſe 
the Patient to Sweat. But Sweating is not 
one of the natural and uſual Secretions. Ma- 
ny Animals do not ſweat. Men in the moſt 
ect Health perſpire freely, but are not 
. obſerv'd to ſweat. This Evacuation is made 
by the ſtrong Motions of the Body with heat, 
or by the warmth of the Bed, or proceeds 
from the laxity and weakneſs of the Fibres 
of the Pores in faintneſs, or the Repletion 
of the Blood with too large a Quantity of its 
Watry Parts. In the Small Pox, Meaſles, 
Scarlet Fevers and many others, there are 
no natural ſweats. If therefore the Secre- 
tion is made by Perſpiration, to what pur- 
poſe ſhall the Blood be more agitated and 
more violently mov'd by the hot Waters, to 
produce a ſweat,” which diſtracts and diverts 
the other, both more natural and more bene- 
ficial, it being the obſervation of Sanclorius, 
that the Body perſpires leaft; when it ſweats 
molt —_— ; the one is from all the a- 
| Per- 
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apertures of all the Parts, the other from the 
Channel of the Cuticular Glands. But Sweats 
are in the Eye and Obſervations of the Peq= 
ple; who deſire to ſee what they cannot un- 
derſt and: The other is conſider*donly by tbe 
Phyſician. Sweat ſucceeds naturally at the 
end of the Paroxyſm of an Ague, and after 
the Criſis of the Fevers; the hot Julep may 
bedeferr'd till that time, if a better ſudorifick 
Tincture cannot be had from the Plants; in- 
fus'dor decocted into a Tincturr ee. 
If the Blood moves rapidly, and fills the 
Arteries and Veins, and the turgid exten- 
ſion prevents their Power of contracting 
to puſh forward the Circulation, and there 
are no ſigns of the ſeparations; being duly 
perform'd : Bleeding is then moſt neceſſary 
to cool and temperate the heat, and make the 
Circular paſſage more free and open.

the Death of the Patient? It is now the 
publick Voice, that the greateſt Numbers in 
the difficult Diſtempers are deſtroy d by Phy- 
tick. This will appear to be a very juſt 
Cenſure of the preſent Practice, if you con- 
ſicler how the Children are treated wich the 
inflaming Spirits of the Compound Waters. 
Their Blood and their Pulſe are thrown in- 
to the moſt violent Motions and Confaſion, 
by the uſe of Wine or the fiery Spirits, 
gran from the fermented Liquors. Their 
Brain is ſoft and moiſt, and their Spirits ſen- 
ſible of the leaſt irritation and diſturbance:

Nothing can more offend in that 
tender Age, than the uſe of the Juleps, 
which are able to warm the Winter of de- 
clining Life. The firſt Doſe of them very 
often throws them into Stupors or Convul- 
ſons. The Author of the incomparable 
Diſcourſe of the Diſeaſes of Children, re- 
ports his Information from a Miniſter of a 
large Pariſh near Londen, That the Native, 
and Nurſe Children 17 numerous from 25 : 
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City, were in three Years all kill'd by the, 
diſtill'd Spirits, convey'd into them by the 
Milk they ſuckt, only three excepted, who 
were nouriſnt by natural Milk. You may 
note the Numbers of the young Children de- 


ſtroy'd in the Out-Pariſhes, who are Cordi- 


al'd from one Symptom to another by Ju- 
leps and Boles of the old Caſt-off Modes, but 
of equal Vertue with the more dignify'd b 
Titles, preſcrib'd to the Heirs of Honour and 
Eſtates, . You may reflect, how many Hiſto- 
tries you have met with of Recoveries from 
the obſtinate Inſtinct of the Older, or the 
fortunate - Frowardneſs of the Younger , 
which have preſervid them, ant of the more 
cogent Inſtances of the Symptoms abating, 
when the ſide Board has been leſs burthen'd 
by the ſucceeding Phyſicians.

The Art of Phyſick is then underſtood, 
when the Artiſt has 'comprehended in the 
Words of my Lord:Bucon, Ouid natura 
ant ferut. He” muſt firſt knowall 'the man- 
ners of Natures working in Health, and in 
Sickneſs; to recover its natural State. ie 
muſt then inform himſelf of all the Iuſtru- 
ments of Medicine, the force of Diet, Ab- 
ſtinence, Exerciſe, & r. and whittever has 
any Efficacy to eſſen, or divert, or rae the 
natural Motions. All the Deſe 


riptions of 
Life and Health, and how they are diffetent- 


its affected by Diſeaſes and the'varions' wa 
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| by. which'they are ſuddenly or by long ſeiges 
overcome, are to be learnt from Hippocrates, 
and in him from the numerous Writers be- 
fore him, and all the Phyſicians, who have 
ſince imitated theſe great Examples by the 
moſt diligent Purſuits, which they have be- 
ſtow'd on Mankind. The Navigator muſt 
be furniſnt with the Charts of all the Coaſts, 
their Depths and their Soundings, and with 
the Knowledge of the Winds and Tides of 
every Sboar. They are given him by the 
Induſtry of thoſe, who have been employ'd 
in making the Maps and Draughts of all the 
Parts of the greater World. In our Micro- 
colin, the Epitome of the greater, Que Regio 
non eſt magni plena Laboris? How: much is to 
be known to judge of the nſes of all the Parts 
of the Body and their Poſitions, the Actions 
and Paſſions of all the Humours and Spirits, 
how they move from Infancy to old Age, 
and are acted on from Changes within, or 
Impreſſions from abroad, what Diſeaſes are 
only Symptoms of others, if dangerous or 
ſafe, whether Chronical or Acute, and are 
Fatal from the leaſt Neglect, or are Mor- 
tal from the haſty pretences to Relief?

ful Science ridicul'd, as the moſt Eaſie or moſt 
lmpertinent. The Ars longiſſima, which is

pPreſum'd to be inſtantiy acquir d in good 
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Company over the Bottle, and the moſt diſſi- 
cult Caſe, to be preſently refoly'd by an af- 
fected Meditation. You have been inforn'd, 
that Phyſicians and Surgeons have remarkt 
 withſurprize, the moſt profound Ignorance 
of the Places and Uſes of all the Viſcera. 
That the very Titles of the moſt ſtudy'd Au- 
-  thors, and the Names and Deſcriptions of 
the moſt common Diſtempers, have been ei- 
ther not Learnt or Forgotten. If you will al- 
low, that Mankind is deceiv d and pleas'd by 
. the Tricks of Leger -demain, you will ap- 
prehend the uſefulneſs of Impudence in the 
Mountebank, to captivate the Mob about 
the Stage. He tells them with an Air of 
the greateſt Aſſurance, that he is the only 
Phyũcian of the Age, that every, even the 
lighteſt Diſorders, which Nature diſmiſſes hy 
its own Strength, are the Miracles of his 
Art, and that the Cataſtrophe would have 
been deadly in the Hands of any other but 
bimſelf. Lou have ſeen the meditated neg- 
lects of very many Patients, as fatal as Poy- 
ſon, and you have heard of the grand DireQi- 
ons of an Iſſue, Seton, or the Aſſes Milk, 
But, as England is the Receptacle of all the 
caſt-off Empiricks of our Neighbour Coun- 
tries, who make their Fortunes alone by the 
- dint of their own Lies and Forgeries: It 
would be the laſt reproach, if the Natives 
with the adyantage of Education, ſhould not

But he never 
informs him with the Reaſons of his Advice, 
or the Deſiga of the moſt rely'd on Medi- 
cine. He cannot in Fevers comprehend the

Symptoms, from the many Obſervations of 
the Colours of the Face, the Tongue, the 
Eye, the Skin, the Urine, 6. 
- You may pleaſe your ſelves, when you 
ſee the Preſcription deliver'd to be ſent to 
the Shop. The Honeſt Phyſician has been 
forc'd to Comply with the Cuſtoms of the 
Time, and the Prepoſſeſſions of the People, 
and to appoint ſeveral of the Medicines in 
common Uſe; He knows the moſt appoſite 
and efficacious will be hid in the Herd, and 
the Operation ſhall be obſerv d only by him- 
ſelf, in the privately noted Change of the 
Symptoms.

to be otherwiſe defended, but by the Pra- 
ice of all other Profeſſions, which will nor

5 blig'd to bring them himſelf. The People will 
* fall into the uſage of obſerving which of the 
e Doſes were attended by the Apothecaries 
Trouble, and which were brought by one of 
the Family. The Voung Apothecary will ex- 
cuſe himſelf from adviſing in a Diſtemper he 
never ſaw before, and the more Antient in 
ene he never underſtood. They will be 
pleas'd too, when the inſipidneſs of moſt of 
the Simple Waters, and the hurtful Quali- 
ties of the Compound hot Waters, ſhall be 
underſtood, to have the Shapclear'dof them, 
which now make it appear like that of the 
Sellers of Strong Waters. It will be con- 
. . tracted into a narrower compaſs, and conſe- 
_ quently ſmaller Rent, when of the Syrups and 
Conſerves there will be only 3 or 4 of each: 
and the Compound Powders need not be kept 
prepar'd : Becauſe the Simple being ready, or 
inſtantly prepar'd,may be put together for the 
particular Service of the Patient deſign'd by the 
Phyſician.

out the dread of the load of Medicines, .or 
the apprehenſions of the future payment.

The Phyſician will be preſent as often'as the 
dangerous uneaſineſſes demand his Viſits, and 
not {end from.the Bottle, a Meſſenger to aſ- 
ſure him, the Patient is very ill, and wants 
5 a ſleepy Potion in the Night Seaſon, ' or ſome 
other Medicaments to paſs the time, till the 
Morning.

new Fever, and find his Phyſician under a 
ſurprize, or faffer from his Error, if he 
does not diſtinguiſh, 'that the Fever is of the 
newly Epidemical Conſtitutio 009. 
The Poor will be viſited with the: greateſt 
Care, becauſe there will be no Reffection on 
the "Frequent Viſtts'or the Simple Medicines;

If the Apothecary will not content him- 
ſelf with the preſent Licenſe of Keeping

Ge. in all Diſtempers, whoſe Vertues and 
fatal Effects from the ill application he does 
not underſtand, and put off his Wares 
Malo Animo, while he doubts the dreaded 
Event in all the opportunities of making 

Gain to himſelf, and perſiſts to debanch
